27 sts & 54 rows using G-St & 3.0 mm 
needles = 10 cm (4 in) square. 

Important: If your swatch does not match 
the dimensions given, try needles a size 
larger or smaller as necessary to obtain the 
correct tension. 

To make 

BACK: 

Using Tom cast on 61 (66-71-77-86) sts & 
work in G-St as foil: 

1 mth: *8 rows Tom, 8 rows Crin blanc* rep 
from *to* 3 times. 

3 mths: 14 rows Tom, *8 rows Crin blanc, 
8 rows Tom* rep from *to* twice, then 8 rows 
Crin blanc. 

6 mths: 6 rows Tom, *8 rows Crin blanc, 
8 rows Tom* rep from *to* 3 times, then 
8 rows Crin blanc. 


12 mths: 4 rows Tom, *8 rows Crin blanc, 
8 rows Tom* rep from *to* 4 times, then 
8 rows Crin blanc. 

24 mths: 4 rows Tom, *8 rows Crin blanc, 
8 rows Tom* rep from *to* 5 times, then 8 
rows Crin blanc. 

AT THE SAME TIME 
Raglan: 

When work measures 11.5 (12.5-13.5-16.5- 
19.5) cm (4Vfe [ 5 - 5 1 / 4 - 6 1 / 2 - 7 1 / 2 ] in) [62-68-72-90- 
106 rows] total cast off 3 (3-3-3-4) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows then leave remaining 55 (60- 
65-71-78) sts on a stitch holder. 

LEFT FRONT: 

Using Tom cast on 30 (32-35-38-42) sts. 
Work in striped G-St as for Back. 

Raglan: 

At same height as for Back cast off 3 (3-3-3- 
4) sts at beg of next rs row, work 1 row on the 
remaining 27 (29-32-35-38) sts then leave on 
a stitch holder. 

RIGHT FRONT: 

Work as for Left Front casting off for raglan 
at beg of ws row. 

SLEEVES: 

Start on the reverse (ws). 

Using Tom cast on 40 (42-44-48-50) sts & 
work in G-St (the 1st row will be the ws of 
work) as foil: 


1,6,12 & 24 mths: 6 rows Tom, 9 rows Crin 
blanc, *8 rows Tom, 8 rows Crin blanc* rep 
from *to* 3-4-5-6 times. 

3 mths: 6 rows Tom, 17 rows Crin Blanc, *8 
rows Tom, 8 rows Crin blanc* rep from *to* 
3 times. 

AT THE SAME TIME 

When work measures 5 cm (2 in) [28 rows] 
total inc 1 st at each edge of next row (2 sts 
in from edge) then as foil: 

1 mth: On every foil 8 th row 3 times, then on 
every foil 6 th row 3 times. 

3 mths: On every foil 8 th row 6 times. 

6 mths: On every foil 10th row 4 times, then 
on every foil 8 th row twice. 

12 mths: On every foil 10th row 7 times. 

24 mths: On every foil 10th row 7 times, 
then on every foil 8 th row twice. 

Continue on the 54 (56-58-64-70) sts 
obtained. 

Raglan: 

When work measures 13.5 (15.5-16.5-19.5- 
22.5) cm (5Vi [6-6y 2 -7%-9] in) [77-85-93-109- 
125 rows] total cast off 3 (3-3-3-4) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows then leave remaining 48 (50- 
52-58-62) sts on a stitch holder. 

Yoke: 

With rs facing pick up the 27 (29-32-35-38) 
sts for the left front, the 48 (50-52-58-62) 
sts for a sleeve, the 55 (60-65-71-78) sts for 
the back, the 48 (50-52-58-62) sts for other 
sleeve & the 27 (29-32-35-38) sts for right 
front. 



On the 205 (218-233-257-278) sts obtained 
work in Tom as follows: k25 (27-30-33-36), 
k2tog twice, k44 (46-48-54-58), k2tog twice, 
k51 (56-61-67-74), k2tog twice, k44 (46-48- 
54-58), k2tog twice, k25 (27-30-33-36). 

Work 1 row of knit on the remaining 197 (210- 
225-249-270) sts. 

Next row: k22 (24-27-30-33), dec 2 for 
raglan (= k2tog, k4, k2tog), k38 (40-42-48- 
52), dec 2 for raglan, k45 (50-55-61-68), dec 
2 for raglan, k38 (40-42-48-52), dec 2 for 
raglan, k22 (24-27-30-33). 

Work 3 rows of knit on the remaining 189 
(202-217-241-262) sts. 

Next row: k21 (23-26-29-32), dec 2 for 
raglan, k36 (38-40-46-50), dec 2 for raglan, 
k43 (48-53-59-66), dec 2 for raglan, k36 (38- 
40-46-50), dec 2 for raglan, k21 (23-26-29- 
32). 

Work 1 row of knit on the remaining 181 (194- 
209-233-254) sts. 

Next row: k20 (22-25-28-31), dec 2 for 
raglan, k34 (36-38-44-48), dec 2 for raglan, 
k41 (46-51-57-64), dec 2 for raglan, k34 (36- 
38-44-48), dec 2 for raglan, k20 (22-25-28- 
31). 


Repeat the decrease to create the raglan as 
foil: 

1 mth: *On foil 4th row, then on foil rs row* 
rep from *to* 3 times, then on every foil 4th 
row 5 times. 

3 mths: *On foil 4th row, then on foil rs row* 
rep from *to* twice, then on every foil 4th row 

8 times. 

6 mths: *On foil 4th row, then on foil rs row* 
rep from *to* twice, then on every foil 4th row 

9 times. 

12 mths: *On foil 4th row, then on foil rs row* 
rep from *to* 5 times, then on every foil 4th 
row 6 times. 

24 mths: *On foil 4th row, then on foil rs row* 
rep from *to* 6 times, then on every foil 4th 
row 6 times. 

AT THE SAME TIME 

Neck: 

When yoke measures 7 (8-9-10-11) cm (2% 
[ 3 . 31 / 2 - 4 . 41 / 4 ] i n ) [38-44-48-54-60 rows] total 
cast off 3 (4-6-6-7) sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
‘then work 2 rows straight, then cast off 1 st 
at beg of next 2 rows* rep from *to* twice. 

Then after the final raglan decrease work 


1 row on the remaining 57 (60-63-63-66) sts 
then leave on a spare needle. 

Neck border: 

With rs facing & using Tom pick up 11 (12-14- 
14-15) sts along front right neck, then the sts 
on the spare needle, then 11 (12-14-14-15) sts 
along front left neck. 

Work 2 rows on the 79 (84-91-91-96) sts 
obtained then cast off. 

TO MAKE UP: 

With rs facing & using Tom pick up 53 (59-65- 
75-86) sts along right front. Work in G-St for 
4 rows then cast off all sts. 

On left front pick up & work in the same way 
but make 4 (4-4-5-5) one stitch buttonholes, 
the first 3 (3-3-3-4) sts from edge, the others 
at 14 (16-18-16-18) st spacings. 

Sew side & sleeve seams, sewing the bottom 
3 cm (1 in) of sleeve hem on the rs to allow 
for turning up. 

Sew on buttons.
